- Congressman Dolliver has no war record, 
but that can hardly be said to be his fault, 
for he was only 3 years old when the war 
broke out and Lee had surrendered long 
before he got out of the primary school. 
When he was 17 he had completed his course 
at the old West Virginia Untversity, three 
years later he was admitted to the bar, and 
then he started for the West to grow up 
with the country.

The first ten years of Jonathan P. Dolll- 
ves life in Iowa was not eventful. It 
contained no startling incidents.

cessful public man, but simply the natural 
result of his kindly and fair disposition. 
But this kindly, nature, which makes it 
easy for him to make friends, does not pre- 
vent him from being a dangerous man in a 
fight. Either in a set speech or in a run- 


ning debate his Iowa friends declare that 


Dolliver is a match for “any of em.“ He 
throws himself into a fight with all the 
strength of his big nature, and the angle at 
which his lower jaw joins the rest of his 
face declares to all the world that Dolliver 
knows how to hang on. 


The farmers who left their corn husking 
ten years ago to gather at Dolliver’s tent 
at the cross roads are naturally proud of 


the fact that the eloquence which moved” 


them has since proved equally as effective 
at Washington and in New York. When 
Dolliver, then a new man in Congress, élec-

In M. Zola's ‘epinion France is rapidly 
losing its place among the great nations 
because the love of pleasure is poisoning 
the sources of national life.

‘fewer there are to divide the heritage among 


children they have, too, the larger is their 
own margin for wealth and pleasure. Women 
also cry out against motherhood, because 
it robs them of ease and frivolous en- 
joyments. Nature, chased out at the door, 
comes in at the window, and there arise 
dark social evils. Infanticide reigns in many. 
forms, each of which Zola takes care to 
bring into his story, portraying the results, 

One of the finest things in the volume 
is the tender description of the twin mother- 
hood, so to speak, of Norine and Cécile, 
There is a base creature named La Couteau, 
who keeps a baby farm in which she ful- 
fills the function of getting rid of incon- 
venient children.

That Zola's thesis is sound is undeniable, 
and that he has set it forth with titanic 
power is certain. But its strength is a part 
of its weakness. He-has massed 500 pages 
of details, every one of which is undoubt- 
edly true, but which in the aggregate be- 
ecme untrue by mere overstatement. No 
doubt Parisian life has ished just such 
a haunting tragedy as that of Morange. 
Wife and daughter, one after the other, 
have been hideously done to death in the 
same manner. When Morange himself dics 
there are found before the daughter's 
picture piles and piles of gold pieces to save 
which the half-witted man had nearly 
starved himself. No. other man since Bal- 
zac has had Zola’s power on this sort of 
theme.

SARATOGA TRUNKS AND WOMEN’S CLUBS. 

The latest bulletin from Milwaukee an- 
nounces that 800 delegates to the conven- 
tion of the National Federation of Wom- 
-en’s Clubs have already arrived and that 
they are accompanied by 5,400 Saratoga 
trunks, Some of the trunks are supposed 
to belong to women who are present merely 
as spectators at the convention, but after 
making all deductions it is estimated that 
the average is five and one-quartet trunks 
per delegate. This should be reassur- 
ing news to the male cynics who have been 
declaring that participation in club work 
tended to make the women of the conntry 
less womanly and to destroy the feminine 
traits which have hitherto been the ad- 
miration and sometimes the despair of 
mankind, To the lay mind it would ap- 
pear that five and one-quarter trunks per 
delegate is not so far below the average 
as to warrant any considerable uneasiness 
in this direction. 
_ Even more significant are the statistics 
of the Chicago delegation. The exact num- 
ber of delegates appointed by the various 
Chicago clubs appears to be somewhat un- 
certain, but it is not believed that more than 
100 are on -the official list. In the mat- 
ter of trunks, however, no such uncertain- 
ty exists. The Chicago women who are 
so worthily representing their sisters in 
Milwaukee are accompanied by exactly 751 


trunks. Thus, it will be seen, the Chi-
